IN VIENNA ON 3D OCTOBER-, BUT THERE ARE STILL DIFFERENCES OVER SEVERAL 
ISSUES.// 

//ACCORDING TO THE US NATO MISSION-, THE ALLIES AGREED TO SEEK A 
TWO-PHASE PROGRAM THAT WOULD LEAD TO APPROXIMATE PARITY BETWEEN NATO

THE PRAVDA EDITORIAL ARTICLE CHARGES THAT THE PARTY CONGRESS

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POLITICAL REGIME. " THE ARTICLE STATES THAT THE "MANEUVERS” OF

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PUBLIC OFFER AT TASHKENT IN SEPTEMBER TO SETTLE ANY BORDER QUESTIONS 
BY "NEGOTIATIONS IN CONDITIONS EXCLUDING ANY THREAT." 

CLEARLY THE SOVIETS HAVE BEEN STUNG BY CHOU’S CHARGES-, WHICH 
STIMULATED EARLIER RECRIMINATIONS FROM MOSCOW-. INCLUDING TWO 
SPEECHES BY BREZHNEV. THE ARTICLE CHARGES-, FOR EXAMPLE-, THAT THE 
CHINESE REMOVED NATIONAL MINORITIES FROM THE SINO-SOVIET BORDER AREA 
lN THE lltDS AND CONSTRUCTED MILITARY FACILITIES IN THESE AREAS- 
PRAVDA IIACCUSES THE CHINESE OF RESORTING TO MILITARY PROVOCATIONS 
AND REPEATS BREZHNEV'S FREQUENT WARNING TO "CERTAIN IMPERIALIST 
CIRCLES" NOT TO TRY TO PROFIT FROM THE "PRESENT ABNORMAL STATE OF 
SO VIET- CHINESE RELATIONS." THE SOVIETS THUS REMAIN ON THE DEFENSIVE
